Naval Appropriation Bill Went 
Through Untouched. 

Washington, March 26.—The house spent 
most of today’s session in discussing in 
committee of the whole the motion offered 
by Mr. Hanley, member of the @mmittee 
on naval affairs, to amend the naval appro- 
priation bill for the year ending June 30, 
1897, by providing for the construction of 
six battleships instead of four, as recom- 
mended by the committee.

HAS BEY A JOBP 


It Is Said That Mavroyeni Has Been 
Recalled. 

Washington, March 26.—Mavroyeni Bey, 
son of the sultan of Turkey’s Greek phy- 
sician, who since 1887 has been Turkish 
minister to the United States, but who 
has now been recalled according to reports 
from Constantinople, was closeted with 
Secretary Olney for a considerable time 
this morning, this being diplomatic day at 
the state department.

NEARLY THIRTY MILLIONS. 


Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill Has 
Been Completed. 
Washington, March 26.—The sundry civil 
appropriation bill was completed by the 
appropriations committee today and Mr. 
Cannon authorized to report it to the sen- 

ate. 

The bill as agreed to carries an appropri- 
ation of $29,408,874, being $11,064,779 less than 
the estimates on which it is based, and $17,- 
241,285 less than the appropriation for the 
current fiscal year. Among the appropria- 
tion are the following: For repairs and 
preservation of public buildings under con- 
trol of the treasury department, $250,000; 
$30,000 of which to be used for marine hos- 
pitals and quarantine stations. 

Under the head of quarantine stations an 
appropriation of $15,750 is made for a quar- 
antine station on the south Atlantic. 

The bill carries an appropriation of $335,- 
000 for materials including books and fur- 
niture for lighthouses and $550,000 for their 
repairs, ; 

For the salaries of keepers of lighthouses, 
including fuel and rations, $695,000. For ex- 
penses of light vessels, $300,000 is appro- 
priated and $430,000 additional is appropri- 
ated for buoyage expenses. For the ex- 
penses of the revenue cutter service in all 
its details, $990,000 is appropriated, with 
$125,000 additional to complete a revenue 
steamer on the Pacific coast. 

For all the expenses connected with the 
interstate commerce commission $225,000 is 
appropriated. 

For the recotnage of silver coins, $100,000. 

For pay of assistant custodians and jan- 
itors, including all personal service in con- 
nection with the care of public buildings 
under the treasury department outside of 
the District of Columbia, $810,000 is appro- 
priated. 

For the expenses connected with the 
quarantine stations at Delaware break- 
water, Reevy island, Cape Charles and sup- 
plemental stations, South Atlantic station, 
Southport, Brunswick, Key West, San Di- 
mi San Francisco and Port Townsend, 


Improving and caring for the Chicka- 
mauga and Chattanooga National park, 
$75,000. For publication of official records 
of the war of the rebellion, $145,000. Im- 
proving Galveston harbor, $840,000. For sup- 
port of United States prisoners, including 
prisoners becoming insane during imprison- 
ment and continuing insane after exptra- 
tion of sentence, $320,000. For the public 
printing for the public building and paper 
for the public printing, $2,917,000. 


THE TIME IS NOT NOW. 


Olney Replies to a Request from 
Seattle, Wash. 
Washington, March 26.—In reply to Sena- 
tor Squire’s reference of a letter from J. 
8S. McCormick, chairman of the committee 
on resolutions, of Seattle, Wash., saying 
that the government should make an en- 
ergetic effort to obtain the release of Dr. 
Gallagher and Messrs. Whitehead, Wilson, 
Featherstone and Burton, American citi- 
zens confined for the past twelve years 
at Portland, England, for participation in 
political troubles in Ireland, Secretary Ol- 

ney writes: 

“It is necessary to remind you tHat the 
cases of these American citizens are fa- 
miliar to the department whose strenuous 
efforts in their behalf havewheretofore been 
exerted without avail. The case of Dr. 
Gallagher is particularly recalled and more 
recemly that of John Curtin Kent, whose 
liberation has lately been effected through 
the intervention of this government and 
its diplomatic agent at London. 

“IT cite these facts to demonstrate the 
department's -interest and its willingness 
to be of all possible assistance; but I am 
not aware of anything tending to show 
that our intervention at the present time 
would prove any more.-successful than were 
its past efforts in that direction. I am not 
without hope that something may possibly 
be accomplished in the future in the mat- 
ter of the liberation of these five Ameri- 
can citizens, in view of the action of the 
British government in the Kent and ofher 
cases, but I am not disposed to regard, 
however much i might personally be will- 
ing to comply with your own petitioners 
request, the present as a fitting or hopeful 
period to make renewed efforts.” - 


An Important Bill.

Plan Providing for Permanent Interna- 
tional Court of Arbitration. 


OBJECT IS TO STOP WARFARE 


Georgians’ Are Taking Part in the 
Movement. 


THE WATIONS WILL DISARM, OF COURSE 


The Court Established, England Will 
Let Her Navy Go Into Imme- 
ate Disintegration. 


New York, March 26.—A plan providing 
for a permanent internatfonal court of ar- 
bitration fcr the settlement of disputes; 
between civilized nations in general and 
between the United Staces and Great Brit- 
ain in paiticular was considered today by 
the committee on international arbitration 
of the New York State Bar Association, 

The plan was not given out for publica- 
tion, because it is not yet considered ma- 
tu in all its details. It is the object of 
the committee to obtain the concurreng, 
and co-operation in the final formation of 
this plan of all the bar associations of this 
country as well as of Great Britain, Can- 
ada and Australia.. The meeting was held 
at the office of Edward G. Whitaker, No. 
29 Broadway, president of the association. 

Correspondence had already been opened 
with the various associations of the coun- 
try und favorable replies were read today 
from those of Maine, West Virginia, Wis- 
consin, New Mexico, Georgia, New Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut, Missouri, District of 
Columbia, Iowa, Vermont and Michigan, 
The meeting went in exéceutive session 
and the plan, so far as it has at present 
progressed, was presented to the commit- 
tee by the subcommittee appointed some 
time ago to consider the matter. 

Before the formral adoption of the plan 
it will be submitted to President Cleveland 
in a memorial frem the association, but 
this will not be until the arbitration com- 
‘mittees of all the state bar associations 
of the country have pagsed upon it. 

President Whitaker, when asked what 
were the general features of the pian pro- 
posed, said’ 

“It provides for the naming by the United 
States government and Great Britain of 
some of the highest judicial officers whu 
shall constitute a court for the adjudica- 
tion of all diplomatic differences that shall 
arise between the two nations. This court 
is te be always in session in a legal sense. 
That is, it will always be ready to meet 
whenever called upon by the jcint action 
of the two governments. 

“The American members of the court 
are to be takén from the federal judiciary. 
The English will, of course, make their 
chancellor a member. It is possible that 
we may recommend that Germany and 
France shal? be represented. That wit de- 
pend to some extent on the attitude of 
these countries and also of Great Britain. 
The object will be primarily to settle the 
disputes between the two countries, but 
wa anticipate that the advantages of 
the court will become so obvious to other 
nations that they will also seek its bene- 
fits and submit their disputes to its decis- 
ion rather than resort to war.’’ , 


B. AND 0. POLICY OUTLINED. 


HOW THE BIG PROPERTY WILL BE 
MANAGED. : 


An Interview with One of the Receiv- 
ers—Not Rolling Stock Enough 
for the Traffic. 


Balttmore, Md., March %.—The receivers 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad have 
outlined the policy which they intend to 
carry out in the management of that 
great property and The Manufacturers’ 
Record will tomorrow present the official 
announcement in detail. Mr. Oscar G. 
Murray, one of the receivers, is quoted as 
sayimg that the company has not enough 
rolling stock to property handle its busi- 
ness: 

“We have given orders,” Mr. Murray 
added, “for every shop on the line to be 
operated on full time at repair work alone. 
It is our intention to overhaul and repair 
every locomotive and car that will justify 
the outlay. This will necessitate the em- 
ployment of our entire force. Consequent- 
ly all orders for new locomotives and cars 
will, be given to outside concerns. 

‘‘We intend ordering 56,000 freight cars as 
soon as possible and also about seventy- 
five locomotives. Of. the freight cars a 
large proportion will be coal cars, which 
may indicate the importance with which 
we regard our coal trade. Of all the loco- 
motives, a small number, twelve or fifteen, 
will be for passenger’ service, as our loco- 
motives in this respect, as a rule, are of a 
high standard. The balance will be for 
hauling freight. We shall encourfage the 
freight business in every way possible. I 
believe that enough business can be se- 
cured from the territory along the route 
to operate the road on a profitable basis, I 
do not mean by this to say that we shall 
not secure what business we can from our 
connections and from distant points. We 
want that also, but we shall promote 
local traffic wherever possible. 

“Fully recognizing the mmportance of the 
coal interests tributary to this line in 
Maryland and West Virginia und that a 
very large revenue may be derived from 
this industry, it has been one of the first 
matters to receive our careful attention. 
We have decided to place a division 
freight agent at some central point, whose 
duty it will be to make equable rates on 
coal, lumber and similar products, to see 
that shippers obtain prompt car service 
and to attend to their needs in every way 
possible. We shall not engage in rate- 
cutting, neither will we attempt to haul 
coal or other freight at unprofitable rates; 
we will pursue a uniform policy to all 
shippers, large and small. 

“Tt is our aim to maintain the passenger 
service at as high a standard of efficiency 
as possible. Whether any additional trains 
will be put on between Washington and 
New York we cannot say at present. This 
will depend on the amount of business. 
All of the sleeping, drawing room and day 
coaches will be renovated and refurnished 
and wherever necessary new ones will be 
added. It is our intention to give as good 
service as possible to Chicago, Cincinnati 
and the west and to operate trains strictly 
on twme so that a passenger can always 
depend on the schedule. At present trains 
from Baltimore and Washitigton are run 
to Chicago by way of Wheeling and by 
way of Pittsburg. We have not decided as 
yet whether to continue this mode or to 
use one route exclusively,”

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CHAMBERLAIN POPS HIS WHIP. 


THE RINGMASTER GIVES CANA- 
DIANS A LITTLE JOLLY. 


—— 


Tells Them How Nite They Are and 
What They Should Do To 
Be Good. 


London, March 2%.—Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, secretary. of state for the 
colonies, was the guest of honoP at the 
annual @inner of the Canada Club last 
evening. Among those present were Ad- 
miral Sir Francis Leopold McClintock, 
Hon. W. H. Montague, Canadian minister 
of agriculture; Joseph G. Colmer, secretary 
of the Canadian office in London;, Sir 
Charles Rivers Wilson, and many other 
prominent personages. 

The aria mene: of the elub, Sir Robert 
Gillespie, proposed a toast to the governor 
general of Canada and the dominion, coup- 
ling the names of Mr. Chatmberlain and Mr. 
Montague. Upon Mr. Chamberlain's rising 
to respond he was loudly cheered. He de- 
clared that whatever test gauged ner great- 
ness ‘Canada stood today first among the 
group of kindred nations which together 
with the United Kingdom formed the Brit- 
ish empire. He had often visited Canada, 
he said, and knew men on both sides of the 
Atlantic who once as#umed that the roani- 
fest destiny of Canada was to be absorbed 
by the great republic upon her southern 


; 


frontier. 

The ancient controversy, Mr. Chamber- 
lain declared, was in contrast with the 
present determination of Canada to main- 
tain her local institutions and draw closer 
the bonds uniting her to the parent stem. 
The recent isolation of the United Kingdom 
and the dangers which seemed to threaten 
had evoked from all the colonies, and es- 
pecially from Canada, an outburst of loy- 
alty and affection. To none of her maj- 
esty’s subjects was the recent shadow of 
war more ominous than to Canada; yet 
there was no ‘hesitation on her part, and 
unanimous voice was made in common 
cause with the United Kingdom. (Cheers.) 


Getting Away from Free Trade. 

Mr. Chamberlain declared that the great- 
est of their common obligations was impe- 
rial defense and the greatest of their com- 
mon interests imperial trade. It was diffi- 
cult to deal with the subject of defense 
without first dealing with the matter of 
trade. They had a great example in the 
creation of the German empire, which was 
led up to through the union of the states 
now forming it in a commercial zoliverein. 

At the great conference in Ottawa in 18% 
the principal resolution adopted declared 
in favor of a customs arrangement between 
rGeat Britain and her colonies. Mr. Cham- 
berlain continuing referred to the motion 
offered in the Canadian house of commons 
by McNeall that a small duty be levied by 
each member of the empire against foreign 
products imported by them and that the 
proceeds from such duties be devoted to 
the purpose of imperial intercommunication 
and, defense. 

Mr. McNeall’s preposal, he said, was en- 
titled to respectful consideration. If the 
mnglish objected ta it they ought to pro- 
pose an alternative. At the same time the 
intportance of the proposal ought not to be 
minimized. It wouldinveolve a most serious 
disturbance of the trade*of the United 
Kingdom and a great change in the prin- 
ciples which for many years have guided 
its commercial policy. e proposed duty 
would tend to increase the cost of living to 
the working classes of the Untted Kingdom, 
and hence increase the eost of production. 
Great Britain, in return, would get a very 
small preference, amounting to 2—perhaps 
5--per..cent,.in competition with foreigners 
in colonial markets. This. proposal Mr. 
Chambertain considered a startling one for 
a free trade country and he feared that it 
would be impossible of adoption in its 
platform. He stated in detail reasons for 
regarding its adoption as impossible, dwell- 
ing especially upon the fact that British 
foreign trade is so much more gigantic than 
that of the colonies that the taxation would 
fall; far more heavily upon the United 
Kingdom than upon them. ~ He referred to 
the dispatch of 1895 of the uls of Bapon. 
then colonial secretary, which although 
conclusive as far as it concerned the pro- 
posal to which it referred, did not bar out 
others which were moré favorable. Mr. 
Chamberlain suggested that the true zoli- 
verein of the empire, viz Free trade 
throughout the empire, despite the itnvolv- 
ing of duties against foreigners, might be 
discussed and would probably lead to a 
satisfactory arrangement if the colonies 
were willing to consider it. (Cheers.) It 
had been assumed, he continved, that the 
colonies would certainly refuse to consider 
it, but instanced some exceptions that 
would be necessary, holding, however, that 
the general principle would be acceptable 
that between the various parts of the em- 
pire protection ought to disappear, any 
duties imposed being merely for revenue, 

not protection. (Cheers.) 


Not Initiating a Policy. 

If this principle should be adopted, said 
the speaker, there would be no reason for 
calling a council of the empire to discuss 
the matter. (Cheers.) 

In conclusion Mr. Chamberlain declared 
that he spoke only for himself and was 
not initiating a cOurse of policy. He wish- 
ed, he said, to provoke a discussion upon 
the subject. 

Mr. Montague followed Mr. Chamberlain, 
whom he congratulated upon fully appre- 
clating the idea of a greater Britain. Ca- 
nadtans were proud, he said, of Great 
Britain’s past and present, but they believ- 
ed that the future of the empire would be 
infinitely greater. He wished Mr. Cham- 
berlain godspeed in the work of increasing 
the ties of common interest and the inter- 
dependence between the mother country 
and her colomes, and hoped that he would 
do everything possible to encourage emigra- 
tion to canada. He urged the adoption of

Letters Looking to a Joint Debate Have 
Been Exchanged. 


DUBIGNON IS NOT READY 


Cannot Meet Judge Crisp on the Plat- 
form Just Yet. 


FEDERAL PRISON APPROPRIATION DEFEATED 


Congressman Cannon Fought It on 
Party Lines—Crisp and Free 
Coinage Will Win. 


Washington, March 26.—(Special.)—Joint 
debate will be the popular thing during 
the pending campaign in Georgia. Mr. 
Tate and his opponent, Colonel Perry, are 
to have one later. Here is the correspond- 
ence which has just passed between them: : 

“Gainesville, March 23.—Hon. F. C. Tate, 
House of Representatives, Washington, D. 
C. Dear Sir: As you have doubtless been 
informed through the press, I have an- 
nounced as a candidate of the democratic 
nomination for congress. It is supposed 
geperally that you will be a candidate. If 
so, I would be very glad to discuss with 
you the issues now before the party. I 
favor the mafntenance of the present gold 
standard. Many democrats, I am aware, 
advocate the free cotnage of silver. The 
people are the best judges in the end as to 
the true policy, but before judging they 
would doubtless like to hear this question 
discussed: I will be glad to arrange with 
you for a joint discussion, whenever at 
such times and places it will suit your con- 
venience. With assurances of regard, I am 
very truly yours, H. H. PERRY.” 

Cengressman Tate’s Reply. 

“House of Representatives United States, 
Washington, D. C., March 26, 1896.—Colonel 
H. H. Perry, Gainesville, Ga. My Dear 
Sir: Your ietter in which you state that you 
have announced yourself as a candidate for 
the democratic nomination for congress and 
that ‘it is supposed generally’ that I will 
also be a candidate, and in which you in- 
vite me to discuss with you the issues now 
before the party, received. I am a candi- 
date for the democratic nomination. You 
state you ‘favor the maintenance of the 
present gold standard.’ I favor the ancient 
democratiic policy of finance, which is 
based on the impartial treatment of both 
gold and silver at our mints—the bi-metal- 
lic standard, the free and unlimited coin- 
age of both gold and silver without charge 
for mintage and without discrimination 
against either. This policy I have main- 
tained and supported since I have been a 
member of congress and am now more 
thoroughly convinced than ever of the cor- 
reetness of this position. I have since my 
election to comgress given my entire time 
during the session of congress to my du- 
ties here, but later on, when - leave 
my post of duty without pr . De 
giad to accept your invitation for a joint 
ddiscussion. With assurances of regard, I 
am yours very truly, yr. C. PATS,” 
Mr. duBignon’s Business Engagements 
There will be no joint debates between 
Judge Crisp and Mr. duBignon for the 
present. Owing to business engagements, 
Mr. duBignon has been compelled to de- 
cline Judge Crisp’s invitation to be present 
at the meeting in Griffin, on Saturday of 
next week. 

Mr. duBignon arrived in Washington this 
morning and had a consultation with 
Judge Crisp at the capitol. Judge Crisp 
had written inviting him to the Griffin 
meeting, and offering to divide time. He 
had also offered to arrange a series of 
joint debates with Mr. duBignon if he 
thought it advisable 

At the interview today Mr. duBignon 
thanked Judge Crisp for the courtesy ex- 
tended him, but said it would be impossible 
to be present at the Griffin meeting. Ow- 
ing to some very important engagernrent, 
Mr. duBignon could not agree today upon 
any time for joint debates, but said that 
within a week or two he would be able 
to determine whether it would be advisable 
to have a series of joint debates. 

Mr. duBignon is at Chamberlain’s. He 
will be here until tomorrow night, ®#hen 
he goes to New York. Mr. duBignon has 
never fully recoyered from a serious illness 
last fall. 

Speaking of the senatorial contest in 
Georgia, Secretary Smith goes to Atlanta 
tomorrow. He will probably remain in 
Atlanta and Athens until he goes to Au- 
gusta for the Tuesday opening of the ser- 
ies of joint debates. 

Judge Crisp will leave here Saturday 
night. He will spend Monday in Atlanta, 
from whence he goes to Augusta. 

Cannon Was Loaded. 

Chairman Joe Cannon, of the appropria- 
tions comunfittee, made a vicious fight 
against the southern federal prisen Dill 
in committee this morning, and caused it 
to be tabled on a tie vote of six to six. 

Cannon argued that the matter had been 
pending four years before a democratic 
congress, which had réfused to act, and he 
saw no reason now why a republican con- 
gress should pass a bill providing for a 
southern federal prison. He also made 
the point against it that no estimates of 
its cost had been presented the commit- 
tee by the attorney general, and he hoped 
the committee would refuse to make pyro- 
vision in the sundry civil bill for the 
location of a site. Thus the matter was 
voted down—six to six. Three democrats 
and three reptfblicans voted for it, and six 
republicans against it. Three democrats 
were absent. 

Colonel Livingston, who is a mfember 
of the committee, fs naturally disappoint- 
ed. He says, however, that he will get 
the attorney general to furnish the com- 
mittee with estimates and will then make 
an effort to have a separate bill reported 
He has not yet abandoned hope by any 
means. 

Crisp and Free. Coinage. 

Judge John Maddox returned this morn- 
ing after a week’s visit to Georgia. He 
reports the seventh district solid for free 
coinage and for Judge Cr'sp for the sen- 
ate. The people all want to have an 
opportunity to express their choice in the. 
primaries for senator. At Secretary 
Smith’s suggestion Judge Crisp has agreed 
that he shall open and close the debate 
in Augusta and Mr. Smith shall open and 
close in Atianta

, DEATH OF D. F. MURPHY. 


He Was Chief Official Reporter of the 


Senate. 

Washington, March 26.—D. F. Murphy, 
chief official reporter of the United: States 
fenate, died in this city. tonight, sixty-two 
years of age. He has been in bad health 
for several years, sufferiig from nervous 
discrders, Last night he had an appoplec 
tic stroke from whcih he temporarily ral- 
lied, only to succumb at 7:40 o'clock tonight. 
Mr. Murphy became connected with the 
senate in 1848 and has remained there con- 
tinuously since, in 1873 being appointed 
chief official reporter. Mr. Murphy r-port- 
ed the proceedings of the famous electoral 
cCmmission in 1876 and the absolute accu- 
racy of his report in that case, as in nu- 
mirous exciting debates following the re- 
corstruction period since, were never ques- 
tion. In his time he enjoyed the most inti- 
‘nate acquaintance cf the most prominent 
men of his day, by whom he was respected 
for his high integrity of character. 


FOUR CHILDREN POISONED.

One Is Dead and Another Is Past Re- 
covery. 

Bound Brook, N. J., March 2%.—Four 
children were poisoned in south Bound 
Brook today and one of them is dead and 
another is not expected to live. 

In company with other children Bessie 
and Willie Matthews and Leon and Anna 
Van Nest left school at noon to go home 
to dinner: On their way they found some 
roots, which they mistook for horse radish 
and ate of the plants. After dinner Bessie, 
who was six years of age, was taken with 
convulsions and died before medical aid 
could be procured. 

The doctors. say that the roots eaten 
were wild parsnips or wild artichokes. 
Anna Van Nest, four years of age, is so 
ill that she is not expected to live. Tne 
others will probably recover.

The prisoners 
were lodged in the county jail. The arrests 
were made with eXtreme caution, as it was 
believed _that trouble would occur if the 
movements should become known. Mink 
is so near to death that the hospital phy- 
sicians and Dr. Longstreet do not think he 
can recognize any of the men_as those wha 
fired the revolver at Ruthven and his guard 
but the effort will be made today.

NEW YORK’S TRIBUTE. 


A SECOND MONUMENT TO BE UN- 
VEILED ON NORTHERN SOIL. 


The Monument Will Be Erected in 
Mount Hope Cemetery and Will 
Be Dedicated This Summer, 


New York, March 26.—<(Special)—The dedi- 
cation of a monument to the confederate 
soldiers of New York is one of the most 
absorbing tepics of conversation among 
the veterans of the blue and the gray in 
this city. 

New York has decided to follow the ex- 
ample of Chicago in doing honor to the 
brave heroes of the lost cause who repose 
in nerthern soil 

An effort has been made to get the monu- 
ment ready for dedication by the sth of 
May, but circumstances have arisen which 
will render this impossible. 

The following circular notice of the pro- 
posed dedication has ‘been issued by Com- 
mander A. G, Dickinson, of the. Confeder- 
ate Camp of New York. 

1 Sacred to the Memory of the Heroic 

| Dead of the Confederate Veteran 

Camp of New York.

The above inscription will be placed upon 
&@ monument in course of erection at Mt. 
Hope cemetery, near this city, on the New 
York and Putnam division of the New York 
Central railroad. It will completed and 
turned over to the Confederaie Veteran 
Camp of New York on or about the first 
day of May of this year. It will be a state- 
ly structure of the best Vermont granite, 
and it will contain but four piecea, the 
three stones that form the pedestal will 
weigh about sixty tons, and will be nine 
feet high. The obelisk will be one solid 
stone fifty-one feet high, on a four-foot 
base; solid, symmetrical, yet simple, the 
monument will rear its majestic head, just 
gixty feet above Mother Earth, in whose 
besom beneath its somber shadows’ will 
sieep the last sleep, the baitie scarred 
warriors who gallanily fought for the “lost 
cause.’’ It was the intention of the camp 
to dedicate the monument on Decoration 
Day (Sth of May) but by reason of un- 
foreseen and existing circumstances those 
Plans have been changed... In this connee- 
tion The New York Tribune of Octeber 15, 
1885, in an editorial headed “A Fitting Me- 
morial,” concluded a seemingiy inspired 
tribute to American southern soldiers, in 
these words, “‘Yet nothing could be more 
fitting New England granite, on middle 
State soil, than to pay perpetual tribute 
to the gallant dead of the south on a day 
which is memorial of natienal heroism, 
the death and burial of old hatreds, and 
the rebirth of national brotherhood could 
not be better typified. The confederate vet- 
erans will build it The union veterans will 
salute and honor it, the stars and stripes 
will wave above it, and on each recurring 
of Decoration Day northern hands as well * 
as southern will hang wreathes upon it and 
scatter at its foot the springtime emblems 
of beauty and life and love. Room in the 
land of generous victors for this memorial 
to the valiant yenquished.” The dedication 
should take place on some entirely nation- 
al holiday in the near future, and when 
this is announced it will be accompanied 
with an invitation to all sections, societies, 
and peoples who may be pleased to come 
to join us in the ceremonies. The monu- 
ment is largely a gift to the camp from an 
ex-confederate private soldier, Charles 
Broadway Rouss, a member of the camp, 
whose lanthropic “deeds fave made him 
widely known and appreciated. To his gift. 
of $5,000 was added an equal amount by the * 
builders of the monument Messrs. C. E 
Tayntor & 


Co. The actual cost will be 


0,000. 

The burial plot was donated to the cam 
by the Mount Hope Cemetery Company, of 
which Mr. Frank 8.

The Senator Addresses a Large Conyen- 
ton at Montgomery. 


ADVERTISE OUR RESOURCES 


The Chicago Exposition Is the Most 
Effective and Cheapest Way of 
Doing It—Alabama News. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 26.—(Special.)— 
A convention was held in this city yester- 
day, the objeet ef which is of materia) in- 
terest to almost every man in Alabama. At 
ll o'clock Governer Qates called to order in 
convention about one hundred of the fore- 
most men in Alabama—men representing al- 
most every profession and business—for the 
purpose of determining whether Alabama 
should be represented at the Cotton States 
exposition in Chicago next year, and if so, 
to arrive at the ways, the means, etc. 

Governor Oates, upon the assembling of 
the meeting, spoke earnestly in the interest 
of Alabama’s being well represented, He 
spok in the most giowing terms of Ala- 
bama’s matchless natural wealth in agricul- 
tural, mineral and forestry resources. He 
reminded those asgembled that there Was 
coal enough in the bowels of the hills ef 
this state to supply the entire world for 
more than 160 years. He said Alabama was 
the richest state naturally in the union, 
and calisd attention to the fact that the 
peopk. on the outside did not realize the 
fact. He said that while he was not in 
favor of making Alabama the dumping 
ground for the criminals of all of the na- 
tions of Europe, he was nevertheless an 
enthusiastic believer that the best and 
surest way to develop the magmificent re- 
sources of the state was by means of SBe- 
curing a desirable influx of brains, capital 
and energy. He suggested to the meeting 
that Commissioner of Agriculture H. D. 
Lane had perhaps been more instrumental 
than any one elise in causing the important 
meeting to be assembled and he suggested 
that Mr. Lane be called upon to preside 
over its deliberations. Mr. Lane was forth- 
with nominated and unanimously elected as 
chairman. Messrs. R. D. Eckleberger, of 
Madison, and R. P. McDavid, of Montgom- 
ery, were named as secretaries. 

Mr. Lane spoke interestingly of the object 
of the meeting. He said that his trips 
thnough the northwest had convinced him 
of the unrest existing there, and that the 
tendency of the dissatisfied in that section 
was southward, on account of the balmy 
climate and fertile fields of this section. 
Mr. Lane said that when Alabama acquir- 
ed the citizenship of a good and energetic 
citizen she made at least $1,000—that her 
revenue would be increased by reason of his 
citizenship fully that amount, whether he 
had a dollar to invest or not. Mr. Lane’s 
speech was practical and full of interest 
and information. 

At its. conclusion Governor Oates arose 
and in the most complimentary terms In 
trodvced Hen, -Patrick Walsh, of Georgia, 
who was the orator of the occasion. Mr. 
Walsh spoke for perhaps half an hour and 
his speech was listened to with the greatest 
interest. He said that he believed that now 
was the time of all others to invade the 
west for immagrants. He believed that un- 
til recently many in the north and west who 
had had a disposition to come south had 
hesitated about doing so, believing that 
they were not wanted—that they would not 
be welcomed. He said that there was not 
only less sectionalism and less prejudice 
now, but that moro interest was felt in the 
south in the northwestern states than ever 
before. The speaker said Alabama was the 
peer in natural resources of England or of 
any state in the American union, and that 
all she needed to make her equal to them 
in importance was capital, muscle and skill. 
He considered that immigration was the 
best and most effective way of securing 
all of these, and he believed that the Chi- 
cago exposition offered the most effective 
and the cheapest way of advertising these. 

Mr. Walsh spoke of the interest that Chi- 
cago had always manifested toward the 
south and called particular attention to the 
generous patronage taht Chicagoans had 
extended the exposition at Atlanta. He 
spoke of the cotton industry. He said that 
in the past fifteen years it had tncreased 
over 600 per cent in the south and that 
finally the south would be the site of all 
the mills. He said that what we needed 
most now was to advertise our resources 
and let the world understand what goed 
things we have to offer them. When this 
is known capital and skill will hasten to 
help develop them and the south will take 
the place of importance in the world which 
it deserves. Mr. Walsh's speech was very 
generously applauded. 

Mr.’ Plowmar was called on and made a 
short talk, after which a committee on 
resolutions was appointed and adjourmment 
until after dinner was taken. 

At the afterneon session the resolutions 
committee reported as follows: 

“Whereas, The Southern States Exposi- 
tion Company, of Chicago, has agreed to 
furnish such space as may be needed and 
pay the expenses of conducting an exposi- 
tion of the products and resources of the 
southern states, the condition on their part 
being to furnish and deliver the same to 
the exposition company free of cost at the 
exposition in Chicago, and, 

“Whereas, We consider the proposition 
made by the enterprising citizens of Chica- 
go to be public spirited, unprecedentedly 
liberal and the most advantageous ever of- 
fered for advertising to the people of the 
west and northwest, the agricultural, min- 
eral, timber and manufacturing products 
and resources of the southern states for 
diversified industries of all kinds; be it 

“Resolved, By this convention, represent- 
ing all interests of that 
cordiaHy accept the unexa 
the Chicago Exposition Company 
best opportunity ever presented to bring 
forward and advertise the manifold and 
unrtvalled resources of a state 

““Resolved, That we, the members of this 
conventien, pledge ourselves to see to it 
thet Alabama’s exhibit will fully portrey 
= a products and resources of our great 
State. 

“Resolved, That we invite the cordiai 
co-operation of the farmers, mechanics, 
miners and commercial interests generally 
to make Alabama’s exhibit second to none 
in the exposition.” 

Other resolutions were adopted requesting 
Cemmissioner Lane to use as much of the 
funds of the agricultural department as he 
conscientiously could to promote the inter- 
est of the state at the Chicago fair. 

Another resolution: requesting the com- 
missioners’ court of the several counties 
in Alabama and each town of 1,000 inhabi- 
tants or more, to appropriate $100 each to 
the undertaking, was unanimously adopted. 
Another resolution authorizing Commission- 
er Lane to invite some member of the Chi- 
cago committee to visit Alabama and to 
seek the co-ojeration of the commissioners 
of agricuiture of the other sou<chern states, 
were adopted. 

Another resolution thanking Hon. Patrick 
Walsh for his diligent effort in the interest 
of the Chicago exhibition, and for his able 
speech was adopted with enthusiasm. 

The following permanent officers and com- 
mittees were appointed: H. D. Lane, presi- 
dent; R. D. Eckleburger, secretary; T. 8. 
Plowman, treasurer. 

“The Seuthern States Exposition Compa- 
ny, of Alabama,” was the name selected for 
the organization, and upon a unanimous 
vote it was made a permanent organization.

FOR HIS DEFENSE. 


Tom Shaw, the Alleged Train Wrecker, 
Employs Counsel. 

(Macon, Ga. March 2.—(Special.)—The 
alleged Stone creek wreckers passed rather 
an uneventful day in the Bibb jail. Tom 
Shaw still insists that he is Innocent and 
maintains that he can prove an alfidi. He 
has employed Lieyd Moore, of Macon, to 
G@efend him and paid him a retainer’s fee 
today of $40. Mr. Moore will conduct the 
Gefense before the superior court of 
Twiggs county. 

It is not known if J. Richard Shaw and 
Warren Criswell will employ lawyers. The 
$40 paid by Tom Shaw to Attorney Moore 
was part of the $300 that the Southern 
paid Shaw in settlement for injuries re- 
ceived by Shaw's wife at the Stone creek 
wrecks Though Shaw was paid this 
money on account of his wife, he has only 
given her $2 of the amount and this he 
parted with after much pleading by his 
wife. Ghaw claimed at the jail todav 
when he gave it to her that it was all 
that he had. He says he paid part of the 
$360 to his brother to pay on the land on 
which Shaw has been living in Bibb be- 
fore his arrest. He spent considerable of 
the money in buying clothes for himself. 

Ghaw’s seventeen-year-old wife called to 
see him at the jail today. Criswell’s wife 
also visited him today. Some seem to 
think that Crigwell is of weak mind and 
not responsible for his confession. His 
face does not look at all intelligent. 

The public does not understand why 
Criswell confessed. It is said that parties 
played a part with Criswell and Shaw 
which produced the confessian. 

Criswell was told that Shaw m Macon 
had confessed and Shaw was told that 
Criswell in Cochran had confessed. Each 
man thought the other had told on him 
and this brought about Criswell’s confes- 
sion. 

Shaw claims that he at no time ever con- 
fessed, but simply repeated what Criswell 
had told him about the wreck. When 
Criswell was in the Cochran jail with the 
two Glover negroes he suddenly jumped 
up and commenced to pace the floor of his 
cell and would occasionally look at the 
two negroes, who seemed to be in great 
distress. Criswell finally called to Marshal 
Rogers and, pointing at the two negroes, 
smd emphatically: 

‘““Those negroes had ne more to do with 
that wreck than you. They are innocent 
amd ought to be set free.” 

At the hearing of the case yesterday 
fhey were discharged.

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WET OR DRY? 


THE STRUGGLE BETWEEN FAC- 
TIONS IN SENEY, GA. 


Hearing of the Argument in the Quo 
Warranto Proceedings—Great Ac- 
tivity in Mining, Etc. 


Rome, Ga., March 26.—(Spesial.)—The sen- 
Bation of the day in which .everybody is in- 
terested is tne hearing of the argument in 


the quo warranto proceedings from Seney. 


The contest is between the wet men, 
headed by W. J. Brown, Joe Hunt, B. 
Kimball, B. J. Bradshaw, Bud Pugh and 
George Erwin, against the dry men, repre- 
sented by Dr. C. C. Smith, Allea Young, J. 


O. Camp, John Smith, Jack Mabry and G. 
B. Bowman. 

The argument was made before Judge W. 
M. Henry, the wet men being represented 
by Judge George Hains, Colonel J. B. F. 
Lumpkin and Solicitor General Nunnally, 
representing the state by virtue of his offi- 
cial position. The dry side was represent- 
ed by Judge Max Meyerhardt, M. B. Eu- 
banks and Fred G. Gavan. 

The case is the most peculiar one that 
has ever come before the courts here and 
had its origin in the contenticn between 
the high and low license people of Senoy. 

Up to January, 1835, Seney was exceed- 
ingly wet, and whisky was suld at several 
Saloons in the little place. At the election 
in 1895 Dr. C. C. Smith was elected mayor, 
and four of the men whose names are as- 
sociated with him in this case and . far 3 
ra gaan oe a councilmen, and 

u e iiquor license up to YU, 0UU 
and closed the saloons. 4d " 
A Contested Election. 

In January last the annual election re- 
sulted in a contest, W. J. Beamer, Joe 
Hurt and Bub Kimball being elected re- 
Spoctively mayor and councilmen by a ma- 
jority of one, the other three candidates be- 
ing tied with the dry men. Brown proceeded 
to organize the council by declaring Hunt 
and Kimball elected and Bradshaw was de- 
Clared a lawful councilman because he 
had no tuccessor. Those fcur then select- 
ed Pugh and Erwin and swore them in as 
councilmeu and proceeded to regulate the 
effeirs of the town. 

Dr. Smith geve notice of contest and then 
declared the election null and void and 
ordered another clection for March 6th, at 
which time he and his present associates 
were declared elected, and having retained 
the records and ordinances of the town, 
they proceeded to direct the destinies of 


Seney. 
The Quo Warranto. 

As a last resort tle Brown party hieda 
@ quo warranto, demandihe the right of 
Smith and his associates to hold tneir of- 
fices and asking the ccurt to compel them 
to turn over the records and ordinances. 

In the reply today the attorneys for the 
Smith side take the ground that six of the 
votes cast for brown and his party were 
illegal, that three of the managers of the 
election were candidates, and that they de- 
clared themselves clected aned retained 
possession of the ballot box and all the 
election ‘papers. The demurrer also set 
forth that the Brown party acted illegally 
in selecting the two men, Pugh and Erwin, 
as councilmen. 

The case was stro.igly argued on both 
sides. 

After hearing the argument on both sides 
Judge Henry decided that there was suffi- 
cient grounds to permit the filing of the 
quo warrants, and gave the relators until 
Moncay, April 6th, to complete the record. 
He then gave the defendants until Monday, 
April 12th, to file their answer. If at that 
time, after hearing the arguments, he de- 
cides that the case is beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the judge alone to adjudicate, a jury 
will be impaneled to pass upon the pro- 
ce-dings.

Forty-Two Persons Who Are Suing for 
Young Harris’s Money. 


HE LEFT IT ALL TO COLLEGES 


They Charge Undue Influence and In- 
capacity To Make a Will—The 
News of Athens. 


Athens, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)—The 
April term of Clarke county superior court, 
which convenes in two weeks, will have 
two cases of great interest to be tried, 

The first case will be that of C. M. 
Harris et al., caveators, vs. W. W. Thom 
as and A. EH. Griffith, executors and pro- 
pounders of the last will and testament 
of Young L. G. Harris. 

Judge Harris died in 1834, leaving an ¢es- 
tate worth $105,000, according to its ap- 
praisement. The bulk of the estate was 
left to Emory college, Young Harris insti- 
tute, and a number of educational and 
religious societies, both north and south. 

The caveators are forty-two in number 
and are relatives of Judge Harris. Tho 
principal caweator, Mr. C. M. Harris, of 
Dawson, is a nephew. 

The grounds upon which the case will 
proc2ed will be undue influence and inca- 
pacity to: make the will. The cavcators 
say they will bring out some startling testi- 
mony tending to uphold their theory of 
the case.

COLONEL RANKIN A CANDIDATE. | 


The Gentleman from Gordon Will Run 
for Congress in the Seventh. 
Calhoun, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel W. R. Rankin, of this place, will 
open his campaign for congress at Dal- 
ton on April 15th, end something in the 
way of a political sersation is looked for. 
The Calhoun Times in its next issne will 
contain the following address from Colo- 

nel Rankin: 

"To the Voters of the Seventh Con- 
gressional District of Georgia—In an- 
nouncing my candidacy for election to the 


fifty-fifth congress, it is proper that I 
should define my views and position upon 
igsues that will be prominent in such cam- 


paign, 

“Believing that a constitutional repre- 
sentative republic, with an approach to 
the enjoyment of that liberty and equality 
which democracy recognizes as every 
man’s right, can be maintained and saved 
to the people of this county oniy vy aid 
through ‘honest, constant and loyal sup- 
port.of democratic  principles—principles 
which demand that ‘no special privileges 
shall exist; no one industry be favored at 
the expense of another; no monopoly shall 
live; that trade shall be free, taxes justly 
apportioned,’ and which recognize the com- 
mon equality of all men before the law, I 
shall devote what energy, ability and 
zeal I may possess to the maintenance and 
perpetuation of these principles, unin- 
fluenced by motives that actuate the prac- 
tical politician who wants only votes and 
never ponders to the moral sense and 
rightful demands and hopes of the ‘peo- 
ple if he can avoid it. 

“The people who create the wealth and 
prosperity of the country have grown 
heartily sick of the infidelities of disloyal, 
temporizing, selfish, so-called democrats. 
They are beginning to learn that there is 
a difference between a patriot an a parti- 
salu. Encouraged by a lively hope, be- 
gotten by the magnificent promises em- 
bodied in the democratic platform of 1892, 
and, doubtless, sincere In their belief that 
the party would. not belie their trust, that 
it would continue its devotion to a just 
faith; that it would insist upon simplicity 
and economy in the public service; that it 
would do much to restore confidence and 
revive commerce and trade, the people 
rushed to its support and brought about 
such a political upheaval as was never 
known before. Unrest, dissatisfaction per- 
meated this country. Men felt the pres- 
ence of a real, new and mighty force at 
work. Lazy autocrats, well-fed monopo- 
lists, then as now, ‘were prattling of 
patriotism, saying: ‘All was well,’ and 
pointed to the blessings they tried to 
make believe their wealth conferred. But 
the working masses failed to be convinced 
that monopolies and their fruitful cause 
were blessings. A sense of bitter injury 
had taken possession of them. They mobi- 
lized their forces and the great democratic, 
the boasted representative party of this 
people, was given a chance. Have the 
party’s pledges materialized? Did the men 
to whom the people confided the trust of 
exercising their power, and with no am- 
biguous command as to the lines on which 
that power should be exercised, discharge 
that trust with fidelity? Have commerce 
and trade been revived? Have unjust bur- 
dens been removed from the shoulders of 
the people? Have the homes of those 
whose lot it is to labor been made more 
cheerful and happy? Are their clothes 
warmer, their food sweeter, because no 
longer leavened with a sense of injustice? 
The unrest of today, the business paraly- 
Sis, the general hard times, continued 
agitation, the crushed hopes of a trust- 
ful people lying ‘like war’s unburied slain’ 
on the platform of 1892, which promised so 
much; all answer no. 

“With an avowed purpose and determi- 
nation never to submit myself to the con- 
trol or domination of men who advocate 
and support politics that I believe sub- 
versive of or antagonistic to the just de- 
mands of the people, whose imperial will 
should have been crystallized into law 
when that will was so plainly and unmis- 
takably made known, and trusting and 
believing that the dawn of a new era is 
breaking when, rising above partisanship, 
men will legislate in the interest of hu- 
manity, I declare myself as unalterably in 
favor of: 

‘1. The protection of the citizen in the 
enjoyment of his civil and personal liberty 
and in the right to do as he pleases with 
what he. honestly earns, so long as not 
used or abused te the hurt or injury of his 
fellow: and as a means to this end, the 
reduction of the tariff tax to a revenue 
basis, and this so adjusted as to fall 
lightest, if at all, on the necessaries of 
life. 

“2. I favor a tax on incomes because I 
bel eve such a tax to be a step in the di- 
rection of just and equitable distributicn 
of the burdens of government. 

“3. I favor still, as I always have, a 
rigid, fair and firm government control 
of railroads, to the end that the people 
shall not be oppressed or burdened by un- 
just discriminat‘ons and high passanger 
and freight tariffs. 

‘4. If the government is not estopped by, 
or on account of, some manner of contract 
touching the matter, I am in favor of the 
sale or closing out of the public interest 
in the pacific railways, to the end that 
the people may be relieved of an unjust 
and onerous burden—the annual payment 
of vast sums of money as interést upon 
the debts of these corporations. 

‘5. If corporations to which have been 
given or ceded so much of the public do- 
main have not earned valid title thereto 
and have such vested rights as that in- 
terference by the government would be 
manifest violation of good faith, 1 favor 
reclamation of every acre of such land 
and the distribution of the same to actual 
settlers under wise, fair and properly 
guarded homestead laws. 

“6. I am apposed to national ajd to 
private corporations for any purpose. The 
best place in the world for the people’s 
money is in the people’s pockets. 

‘7 I favor the election of United States 
senators by direct vote of the people. 

“3S. I am in favor of the free, independent 
and unlimited coinage of both gold and 
silver Dy the United States at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. | 

“The values of these metals and about 
all they have over other metals comes 
from their use in coinage as store of 
value. Throw them out of coinage and 
neither would be worth 25 cents an ounce. 
The free and unlimited coinage of these 
two metals was the heritage of the 
American people, having been enacted in 
England in 1666, and when the constitution 
was framed both were recognized as 
proper treasure of vuluc and the states 
were prohibited from making anything 
else a tender in payment of debts. This 
condition continued until 1873, when the 
act demonetizing silver was passed by 
stealth, without the knowledge of the 
pecple and without even the knowledge of 
the members of congress. Mr. Kelly, of 
Pennsylvania, said: “Though chairman of 
the committee on coinage I was ignorant 


of the fact that it would demonetize the ° 


silver dollar.’ And: ‘In all the legislation 
of this country there is no mystery equal 
to the demonetization of the standard 
silver dollar.’ Other eminent men of that 
congress couid be quoted to the same 
effect. ‘ 

“Who has .ever acknowledged the pa- 
ternity of this secret act, this fraud? Who 
has ever confessed that he knowingly 
voted for it? Is there, in the history of 
legislation, another example, a parallel 
case of the passage of an act s® fraudu- 
lent, villainous and criminal as that no 
one would father it or admit any connec- 
tion with it? All that bimetallists ask is 
the repeal of this iniquitous fraud, which 
never did represent the will of the peo- 
ple, and of which Mr. Holman said: “The 
measure never had the sanction of the 
house and it does not possess the mora] 
force of law.’ ' 

‘We ask simply for a repeal of this act 
and the restoration of free coinage of 
Silver as it was béfore.

CONVENTIONS TO BE HELD 


Banks Make a Rule To Close at 2 
O’Clock Instead of 3—General 
Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)—The 
question cf the confirm ation of the sale of 
the Macon and Birmingham railroad and 
the property of the Macon Construction 
Company is row settled,,as the last hour 
in which appeals could be made expired 
last night at 12 o’clock. Up to that time no 
appeals had been filed and Judge Felton’s 
decision stands. Sixty deys were allowed 
in which to make appeals. The Macon and 
Birmingham road sold for $200,000, and the 
purchaser also assumed about $150,000 of 
car trust indebtedness. All of the money 
has been paid except $100,000 and by the 
court’s order the last day of gracsa for the 
payment of this expires next Monday. It 
is said that the unknown purchaser of the 
road will on ithat day make 
the last payment, and will ten- 
der in paymeAt the bonds of the road 
to becredited as cash for their distribu- 
tive share. It is reported that the purchas- 
er of the Macon and Birmingham has be- 
come the owner of all the bonds of the 
road amounting to about $1,940,000. Hon. L. 
F. Garrard, of Columbus, !s the attorney 
of the purchaser, but he has never reveal- 
ed its identity. Public opinion has settled 
on the Southern as the purchaser, but all 
seem to be at sea, and are simply guessing. 
It was said today that the ewners of che 
Georgia Southern and Florida may nave 
bought the Macon and Birmingham,

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Several Kinds of a Platform. 
The Louisville Courier-Journal says 


that “if auybody cap beat MehKinley on 
an evasive platform it is John G. Car- 
lisle, who is himself a platform.” 

In the better days of The Courier-Jour- 
nal, when that paper was representing 
genume democracy and the cause of the 
people, such a remark about such 4 man 
as Carlisle was then believed to be 
would have been greeted throughout the 
country with approval, Now the re- 
mark is really humorous, but the pain- 
ful fact about it is that it is not intend- 
ed to be humorous. 

“If anybody can beat McKinley on 
an evasive platform it is John 4. Car- 
Jisle, who is himself a platform.” 

Funny as this is, there is also 14 touch 
of modesty in it which has a -jueer 
flavor, coming as it does from one of 
the chief organs of the money power. 

The Courier-Journal would have been 

justified in deelaring that Carlisle is 
several kinds of a platform. In that 
ease we should have had no comment 
to make on the statement. But the 
declaration that John G. Carlisle is only 
one kind of a platform needs clucida- 
tion. ‘ 
It piques our curiosity. If Mr. Car- 
lisle is in himself only one platform, 
what kind of a platform is it? The in- 
quiry is pertinent to the matter in hand. 
A few years ago Carlisle was in favor 
of the remonetization of silver. He de- 
hounced its demonetization as the great- 
est crime of the century. 

A little later he declared that the dem- 


ocrats in congress should refuse to vote 


for government appropriations unless 
the republicans agreed to prevent the 
national. banks from contracting the 
currency of the country. 

In 1890 he voted for the senate free 
coinage bill, for which the Sherman law 
was substituted. 

In February, 1892, he voted against 
the repeal of the Sherman law. 

Out-of this record several good dem- 
ocratic records could be made. 

At the present time his opposition to 
the restoration of silver is more pro- 
nounced than that of the republicans 
has ever been. He out-Shermans John 
Sherman in this matter. 

He pretends to be a tariff reformer, 
but he is loudly in favor of doubling the 
taxes of the people, if necessary, to 
maintain the single gold standard for the 


benefit of the big banks and the bond- 
holders. 


He has unnecessarily increas- 
ed the public debt by issuing bonds in 
time of peace. He has so manipulated 
these bond issues as to pour millions of 
dollars of the people’s money into the 
laps of the big banks of Wall street. 

He is in favor of retiring the green- 
backs and treasury notes so that the 
banks may have complete control of the

After Thirty-Three Years. 

During the invasion of Pennsylvania 
by General Lee’s army, thirty-three 
years ago, it was necessary for a body 
of national guardsmen to defend the 
State archives at Harrisburg. This body 
was furnished by the state of New York, 
as there was not a sufficient force in 
the department of the Susquehannah to 
resist this aprehended attack from the 
confederate army. 

To encourage the soldiers who had 
come from the neighboring state to de- 
fend the Pennsylvania capital, an order 
was issued by the war department 
pledging a medal of honor to each man 
in recoggition of his heroism and in- 
trepidity. There was no precedert for 
this unusual offer except in the medals 
awarded to officers for distinguished be- 
havior on the field of battle, and yet the 
offer was made by the war department 
in good faith regardless of the fact that 
such an incentive to heroic action was 
something of an innevation. 

Two generations have appeared upon 
the scene since that memorable occasion 
and, after the lapse of thirty-three years, 
the proposition is revived in the shape 
of a strong appeal to the war department 
asking that these medals of honor be 
awarded to the surviving heroes of that 
crisis. Nearly half of these old veterans, 
who were young men at the time this 
patriotic service was rendered, have 
since joined their fallen comrades in the 
silent bivouac of the dead. Even those 
who still remain give little thought to 
this promise of the war department, and 
by many of them it is almost entirely 
forgotten. 

In a vigorous editorial The Brooklyn 
Eagle recalls this gallant chapter in the 
history of Pennsylvania and urges, in 
justice to the brave soldier boys of New 
York, that the medals of honor be 
awarded them even at this late day in 
recognition of their service during the 
Pennsylvania campaign. 


New York Emulates Chicago. 

Several months ago a monument was 
erected in the city of Chicago to com- 
memorate the heroism of the confederate 
soldiers who repose on the banks of Lake 
Michigan. 

In the presence of a hundred thousand 
spectators this speechless emblém of a 
reunited people was dedicated to the 
sentiments of brotherhood and reconcil- 
iatiof&’ Men who had been enemies since 
the first shot was fired at Fort Sumter 
lost sight of the fact that bullets and 
harsh words had ever passed between 
them, and in the shadow of that tower- 
ing shaft of patriotism surrendered every 
feeling of hatred and estrangement. 

There was not a patriotic heart in the 
union of these states—north, south, east 
and west—that did not respond with a 
grateful bound to the sentiment of that 
unveiling. It sounded the death knell 
of sectional hate and anounced the tri- 
umph of the true American spirit. The 
dedication of that simple monument to 
southern heroes on the soil of Ulinois 
chrystallized the broadest national sen- 
timent which this country has echoed 
since the time of Daniel Webster. 

New York is about to emulate the ex- 
ample of Chicago in the adoption of this 
worthy precedent. Very soon a hand- 
some monumental shaft will be complet- 
ed in that city and the monument will 
be erected among the graves of Mount 
Hope cemetery. In this quiet zillage of 
the dead a large number of confederate 
soldiers are buriei, but the monument 
will commemorate not only the heroism 
of that little greup of soldiers who re- 
pose in its shadows, but the patriotic de- 
votion ef every southern soldier who 
sleeps in northern soil. 

This menument is the gift of Mr. 
Charles Broadway Rouss, of New York, 
whese philanthrepie deeds have acquired 
a national celebrity. For this purpose 
Mr. Reuss gubscribed $5,000, and a simi- 
lar ameunt was donated by the builder. 
The monument will be sixty feet in al- 
titude and will stand upom a base of 
solid granite. The marble used in the 
duilding of this memorial structure was 
quarried from the Vermont hills. It was 
the aim of the committee to have the 
menument ready for dedication by the 
last of May, but circumstances have 
arisen since which will render that im- 
possible. Nevertheless, as soon as the 
fullness of time arrives, invitations will 
be issued by the confederate camp of 
New York, and in the ceremonies which 
will follow every section of the country 
will be represented. 

The occasion will be one of national 
significance and the surviving heroes of 
both armies will participate in the sol- 
emn and patriotic exercises. 

Other towns and cities of the country 
might do well to follow the example of 
Chicago and New York. Sacred mem- 
ories can be preserved without immor- 
talizing strife, and the valor of those who 
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tional conflict can be admired without | 


the sacrifice of a single principle. Hero- | 


ism is .partial to no favorite uniform, 
and deeds of heroism are not all con- 
fined to Sparta. In preserving the hero- 
ism of those who fell during the late 
war, regardless of the flag that waved 
over them, observance is paid to Amer- 
ican chivalry. | 

On the field of Quebec stands a mon- 
ument erected to the memory of two 
distinguished soldiers who perished on 
the field of battle—one a soldier of Eng- 
land and the other a soldier of France. 
Both are now remembered with equal 
esteem, while the differences between 
them have been reconciled in the tower- 
ing shaft which commemorates their 
heroism with impartial testimony. By 
the side of this fact it should also be re- 
membered that the white rose and the 
red rose both contribute to the martial 
glory of England. 

England Likes Southern Pig Iron. 

England has recently become a large 
purchaser of American pig iron and 
will doubiless continue to patronize the 
western market, as she has made the 
valuable discovery that American pig 
iron is the best that is anywhere pro- 
duced. 

This information, though gratifying to 
Americans at large, since a fresh distinc- 
tion is thereby added to this market, is 
still more gratifying to the iron produc- 
ers of the south, since the compliment 
applies to them with special significance. 

Southern pig iron has not only the ad- 
vantage of a better quality than north- 
ern pig iron, but, what is also regarded 
as a most important item, it has the 
advantage of being cheaper. Nature 
supplies the reason for this superiority. 
The presence of extensive coal 
beds in the close neighborhood of these 
iron works, supplying cheap and ready 
fuel, enables the iron producer of the 
south to manufacture. a better article 
of pig iron than his wideawake competi- 
tors of the north. 

The south has long been apprised of 
the fact that her pig iron was the best in 
the market. She possessed this proud 
consciousness long before England made 
the discovery and cemmenced to profit 
by the fruit of fer research. 

A eareful study of the south and her 
marvelous resources of field and for- 
est, including her rich timber lands and 
her mountains of precious ore and min- 
erals, will develop something else to 
rivet the attention of the world. Though 
England is rich in her possessions she 
does not include the south among her 
colonies, and there are rich deposits of 
wealth in these southern states which 
can be surpassed by no fertile domain 
of this earth. 
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Free Coinage Men Will Control. 

The declaration of the gold standard 
and cuckoo organs of this region to the 
effect that the national democratic con- 
vention is to be switched away from its 
record and be made a convoy to the cor- 
rupt republican organization in its ef- 
forts to make the single gold standard a 
fixture in our currency system, is sim- 
ply an echo of the fatuous statements 
made in the organs of the money power. 

As a matter of fact, there is no more 
probability that the democratic national 
convention will declare for the single 
gold standard, either under the pretense 
of indorsing “sound money’’ or under 
the guise of a straddle, than there is that 
the moon will come to pieces and deluge 
the Jand with a shower of green cheese. 

We have never been able to under- 
stand the motives of the northern or- 
gans of the money power in deceiving 
their readers as to the real state of pub- 
lic opinion in this country on the money 
question. If the men who have set for 
themselves the task of deceiving their 
readers were themselves deceived, it 
would be easy to account for their 
strange departure form facts that are 
open to the comprehension of all. But it is 
not possible to believe that these ‘men 
are deceived. It is not possible that 
they have‘shut their eyes to the real 
nature of the situation. 

No doubt they are not familiar with 
the details and inner workings of the 
campaign in behalf of free coinage that 
the real leaders of the people have been 
carrying on during the past three years. 
It is not necessary that these details 
should be known to them, though there 
is nothing secret about the campaign, 
and yet it seems to us that any sensible 
man would know that this campaign, 
combined with events growing out of 
the operations of the single gold stand- 
ard, has given an irresistible impulse to 
the strength of the movement for the 
restoration of silver. 

But the attitude of the metropolitan 
newspapers has been such that the vast 
majority of their readers in the north 
and east sincerely believe that the free 
coinage movement is not only dead but 
buried. Surely never before in the his- 
tory of a great movement has such stu- 
pendous deception been practiced by its 
opponents on themselves and on those 
who agree with them. 

If these gold standard writers are 
honest in bellevirig what they say, they 
are wofully ignorant of the plainest 
facts. If they know they are not tell- 
ing the truth, their motives under the 
circumstances are unexplainable. 

But we understand why the gold stand- 
ard and cuckoo organs of this region 
are’ echoing the claim that the demo- 
eratic national convention will declare 
for the single gold standard. With a 
fatuousness entirely characteristic they 
imagine that such a statement, insisted 
on from day to day, will have the effect 
of disheartening those democrats who 
are opposing republican financial doc- 
trines. 

We are almost inclined to give the 
gold standard and cuckoo organs of 
Georgia credit for knowing that their 
claim is preposterous; but we hesitate 
about going too far in such a direction, 
for their arguments in favor of the gold 
standard show that they are not bur- 
dened with either information or knowl- 
edge. 

There never was a more baseless fab- 
rication than the statement that the gold 
standard element will control the demo- 
eratic national convention. It is a fore- 
gone conclusion that the convention will 
be controlled by the democrats who be- 
lieve in the restoration of silver, that its 
platform will be dictated by them and 
that they will be able to prevent the 


of the gold standard and the contraction 
of the currency. 

These results are just as certain as 
that the democrats will hold a national 
convention this year. 

Let those who doubt this have a little 
patience and they will see these predic- 
tions fulfilled to the letter. 
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Our Commercial Intercourse with 
5 : 

In view of the recent warlike corre- 
spondence between this country and the 
Spanish government, concerning the is- 
sue of the present revolution on the 
island of Cuba, the question arises in tlie 
minds of those who have given the 
subject careful thought, what are the 
trade relations existing between the 
United States and Spain, and what com- 
mercial disasters, if any, would fesult 
from a national quarrel? 

Such questions as these are, of course, 
mercenary and would not be decisive in 
& controversy affecting the rights or 
liberties of mankind; but, while this 
statement is true in a broad and patri- 
otic sense, the answer to these ques- 
tions may shed some light on this dis- 
cussion and may serve to illustrate the 
issue which is now disturbing the sleep 
of the American people. 

In the first place, it may be observed 
that Spain has never been enamoured 
of the United States and her attitude 
has never been that of a lover. Though 
outwardly the two nations have at times 
appeared to be on good terms, this dis- 
play of friendly interest has been more 
assumed than genuine and more diplo- 
matic than sincere—at least so far as 
the Spanish government is concerned. 
During the days of Mr. Webster, who 
occupied the chair of state under the 
administration of President Fillmore, 
this benevolent disguise was thrown 
aside and the peace of the two coun- 
tries was threatened with violence and 
bloodshed. 

Spanish ill-will is by no means a seed 
of recent flowering. Long years ago, 
before the hope of Cuban independence 
had ever assumed the delicate tissue of 
a dream, this Spanish hatred of Amer- 
ica asserted itself on more than one 
occasion, and these recent manifestations 
of unfriendliness are only the latest 
echoes of feeling which originated with 
the birth of this government and have 
ever since regarded its national growth 
with a spirit of jealous antipathy. 

As an evidence of this unfriendly at- 
titude the Spanish merchants have never 
patronized American industries, not- 
withstanding the fact that many of the 
articles manufactured in this country 
are superior in quality and cheaper in 
price than any fabrics that can be found 
in the world’s market. 


Malaga, Spain, Hon. David N. Burke, 
made use of the following language in 
speaking of the trade relations between 
the two countries: 


I took occasion last week to visit the 
three largest dry goods houses in this place 
and perhaps the three largest in southern 
Spain. The proprietors in each case were 
very courteous and obliging, taking me 
through the various departments of their 
extensive establishments and telling me 
with the greatest frankness where they 
make their purchases and, in many cases, 
the cost of the articles. They showed me 
goods purchased in Spain, France, Germa- 
ny, England, China and Japan. These in- 
cluded silk, cotton and woolen goods, some 
good, others indifferent. When I asked if 
they had in stock any goods purchased in 
the United States the reply was, not a yard 
of any kind. They knew absolutely noth- 
ing about the goods manufactured in the 
United States, 


This status of things in Spain admits

| people to stand 


of only one explanation, and that is the 
one already hinted at. Even the few 
Spanish merchants who do find it to their 
interest, in the course of trade, to buy- 
American products manage to buy them 
in such a way as to avoid direct commnu- 
nication with this country, preferring to 
make their purchases in the Huropean 
market and thus buying their products 
second hand. 

But this is not all Spain has not only 
refused to buy in the American market 
herself, but she has even refused to 
accord this privjlege to her colonies. 
Notwithstanding the fact that America 
has been for years a purchaser of Cuban 
products, both raw and manufactured, 
Spain has erected a barrier to anything 
like reciprocity and the Cubans, in their 
helpless condition, have no alternative 
except to obey the sovereign dictate of 
Spain. 

This in brief is the commercial aspect 
of the question. Though rather a sordid 
medium through which to view this 
great international problem, it neverthe- 
less imparts a decided hue to the sitna- 
tion; and though it appears on the sur- 
face to be merely a question of dollars 
and cents, it is not for this reason un- 
worthy of the most careful consideration 
of statesmanship. 

Let not any faint-hearted democrat 
imagine that the gold standard element 
in the party is powerful enough to con- 
trol the democratic national conven- 
tion. That body is as certain to be 
controlled by those who favor the re 
monetization of silver as if they already 
had charge of it.

ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINION 


The Wording’ of the Bill Is Construed 
by Many To Mean That It Is 
Only a Local Law. 


fs the Branan bill recently passed by 
the legislature changing the management 
of the jail from the office of the sheriff 
to the county com»missionera, constitu- 
tional? 

The question has recently arisen and has 
been the subject of considerable discussion 
by those who will be affected by the 


ehange. 
it is the opinion of Attorney General 


Terrell that the bill is constitutional, as 


the wording of. the bill is made to mean 
it to be a general law. Were the act to be 
construed as a local bill, it would be un- 
constitutional and therefore null and void, 
but those who have giyen the matter at- 
tention from a jegal standpoint have de- 
clared that it is entirely constitutional and 


binding. 

The bill was a little peculiarly drawn 
and the worging is clumsy to a certain 
degree, and at first reading it leaves 
the impression that the act is in- 
tended for a local bill, which would con- 
fiict with the general law and would there- 
fore be unconstitutional. 

The gection of the act is that in which 
the counties naving a city of 64,000 are re- 
ferred to. ‘lhe bill states that the change 
from the sheriff is to be made only in 
such counties in which there is a city of 
64,000 inhabitants, but it is also stated that 
this census is to be taken by future United 
States census as well as the census of 1590, 
This additional clause, it is said, makes it 
possible for every county in the staté to 
become subject to the terms of the act, 
and viewed from that standpoint is a gen- 
eral law instead of a local law. 

The act provides that the change from 
the office of the sheriff to the county com- 
missioners is to be decided upon by a 
vote of the people. This election is to be 
held when the county officers are elected 
and is to be by ballot. 
In the section whieh has caused the dis- 
cussion, it is stated taat only those coun- 
ties in which a city of 64,000 is located are 
affected by the law, This, therefore, only 
applies to Atlanta for the present, but tne 
amendment to the section providing for 
the census of future years to Bé taken 
into consideration, makes it possible for 
other counties to have cities of this size. 

Had the act simply said that the number 
of inhabitants of the largest city in this 
county was to be taken from the census 
of 1890, then the act would have been in 
conflict with the general law and would 
have been Aeclarel’ veld. 

The election by the people in regard to 
the act is to be made when the county 
officers are regularly elected, but the 
change of the management of the jail 
from the sheriff's office does not go into 
effect until the first of next year. 

If the qualified voters of Fulton county 
decide to make the change, the election 
will be held this summer and the change

HIS SISTERS 


two of Them Visited Him Yesterday 
HE WAS-@LAD TO SEE THEM 


Told Them Aboy§ His Dreams and 
How He Acted. 


A WEW HOPE HAS APPEARED FOR HIM 


If the Jurors Recommend Carr to 
Mercy on Turner’s Evidence a 
Commutation Seems Probable. 


There was no change in the strange con- 
dition of Alex Carr yesterday. He passed 
the day in his cell, visited only by his rela- 
tives and one or two others. 

Carr has five grown sisters and two of 


them visited him yesterday morning for 


the first time in eighteen months. They 
remained with their brother for some time 
end he wanted them to stay all day. 

Carr continues to talk in his rambling, 
incoherent manner. He greeted his sisters 
in a pathetic manner and while talking to 
them in his strange way their extreme pity 
for him was evident. Alex repeated the 
story of his dreams to his sisters and they 
listened intently. 

No official steps in behalf of the condemn- 
ed man were taken yesterday and it is not 
likely that anything will be done in the 
case for several days, and perhaps longcr. 
It is likely that Carr will be given plenty 
of time to demonstrate thé actual condi- 
tion of his mind before anything is done for 
him. His artions will be observed mintite- 
ly and every effort will be made to ascer- 
tain the truth as to his mental condition. 

No Move Before the Governor. 

Governor Atkinson left the city for New-« 
nan at neon yesterday ‘anf nd. moyg ja the 
case was made before him. The attorneys 
for Carr @re securing evidence in support 
of .pétitidn Ybr5 ad commutation of the 
sentence of the condemned man. A peti- 
tion asking for executive clemency has 
been circulated among the jurors who con- 
victed Carr and it has been signed by all 
i one of the jurors. . 

uggestion of Governor Atkinson 
Pom Poa @d@ will prepare an affidavit to 
be signed by Thomas Turner, the young 
boy who made a statement to the governor 
Wednesday, Aeling the executive about the 
language used toward Carr by King at the 
time of the shooting. The governor was 
more than favorably impressed with the 
taik of young Turner and he suggested to 
the attorneys that it might be well to get 
tha.boy's statement. in the form of an affi- 
davit and present it to the jurors for the 
purpose of ascertaining if they would have 
reached a verdict recommending Carr to 
the mercy of the court had the evidence of 
‘Turner Been before them at the trial of the 
case. ” 


Would Be a Plea for Mercy. 

‘The point in the case is an impoftant one. 
On it may hinge the chances of Carr for a 
commutation of his sentence to life im- 
prisonment. If the jurors sign the petition 
for executive clemency on the ground that 
they would trave recommended Carr to mer- 
cy in the light of Turner’s evidence it is 
almost certain that the sentence of the 
condemned man will be commuted to life 
imprisonment, even should it be decided 
that Oarr is now sane and that he has been 
shamming. The governor made:the sug- 
gestion that the jurors be asked about the 
point and if they are satisfied that Carr 
killed King in the heat of passion and on 
the impulse of the moment, and are: willing 
to recommend him for executive clemency 
on that ground thé<ase will then have been 
placed in the same category of cases where 
juries render a verdict of guilty with a 
recommendation to mercy. 

Turner’s evidence to the effect that King 

+ €ursed and abused Garr atthe time of the 
killing ‘was not before the jury in the trial. 
The boy’s parents warned him not to tell 
what he heard on that fatal day, because 
they dia not want him to go to court on 
account of his age. He is a student in the 
St. James church Sunday school and he 
‘Was well recommended when introduced to 
-the governor. 

Colonel Arnold will secure the affidavit 
from the young man and then ask the ju- 
rors to sign a petition asking for mercy for 
Carr in the new light. The paper will be 
circulated by the father of the condemned 
man today or tomorrow, and if he is suc- 
cessful in getting the signaturés of the ju- 
rore the new petition will then be present- 
ed to the governor. 


Another Lunacy Trial Sure. 

“If Governor Atkinson fails to commute 
the sentence of Carr to life imprisonment 
it is certain that amother application for a 
hearing on a writ of lunacy will be made 
to Ordinary Calhoun, and in view of the 
great change in the condition of Carr’s 

* mind in the last few days it is equally cer- 
tain that the application will be granted 
and that Carr will be again placed on trial 
on an issue of sanity, making the third 
time sinte: his arrest for the murder of 
tate King. It is claimed that under 
the law any number of trials for lunacy 
are ssible, if it appears that the form 
Solin dintbes insanity ofthe defenda 
has changed. 

Governor Atkinson had in contemplation 
the fitness of another trial for lunacy when 
he respited Carr from today until Friday, 
April 24th. . The great change in the pris- 
oner’s mind appears to many to warrant 
investigation at the hands of an ordinary’s 
jury, and as predicted in The Constitution 
yestefday, it. is almost certain that the re- 


ae man in, the county jail will be 
ag “arratened re the ordinary. 


Not Many Visitors. 


Carr is not allowed to receive many vis- 
itors now. Sheriff Barnes has issued an 
order restricting the privilege of talking to 
the prisoner to his resatives and the min- 
heli aataa a 
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isters. Newspaper men are barred from the | 
cell of the condemned man, but it seems 

that it makes no difference to Carr who he 

talks to. Although several reporters have 

been introduced to him he takes no notice 

of their presence and business and during 

the week he has not asked for a paper or 

made inquiry as to what is being — 

about him. 


Sees Nothing but Snakes. 

Carr’s 4ndifference in this particular is 
pronounced and by those at: the jall it is 
considered strange. The officials say that 
never yet have they observed a sane pris- 
oner whose case is recounted in the press 
who does not evince the most earnest de- 
siré to read what is printed about him, If 
he cannot read himself he gets 4 paper and 
asks some other prisoner to read for him. 

Some claim that Carr’s remarkable excep- 
tion to the rule of prisoners is good evi- 
dence of his insanity, his mind being obliv- 
jous of the press and of worldly happen- 
ings. He talks and thinks only of his weird 
dreams and that imaginary hole in the 
ceiling of his cell. Hissing, talking, squirm- 
ing snakes obscure his vision and he sees 
only reptiles and rats playing about him. 


What He Said Yesterday. 

Carr’s talk to his sisters yesterday was 
interesting. He was glad to sée his sisters. 
He welcomed them warmly. When they 
started to leave him he pleaded that one 
remain to keep him company. 

‘Howdy,’ said Alex to a visitor yester- 
day. ‘I am glad you come to see me, It

Cleveland, ©0., March 26.—The Iron Trade 
Review today says: “The important event 
of the week was the announcement of the 
price for 1896 of Lake Superior bessemer 
ores. The base is the expected $4 for Nor- 
rie ore. For the best Messaba product 
$3.76 is the figure, the other ores on that 
range scaling dewn from? 10 to 60 cents be- 
low this price. The output of bessemer, it 
is now expected, will be about 20 per cent 
less than the amount talked of in Decem- 
ber. Something may come yet of the talk 
of a better basis for no-bessemer ores 
also, but there is no action in that direc- 
tion as yet. The market response to the 
definite annourcement of the increased 
cost of a bessemer furnace burden is not 
yet strongly defined. Such a market could 
not quickly respond to any impulse toward 
— prices. Billets are firmer on late 
deliveries with $17.25 as the Pittsburg” basis, 
although a sale in the Cleveland district 
is reported to have made the lowest price 
of the year. Southern furnaces have had 
a week of heavy business in forge iron, 
with pipe works and rolling mills, and sev- 
eral contracts for foundry grades were 
made by buyers who appreciated the situa- 
tion. Gray forge at $6.30, Birmingham No. 
2 foundry at $7.25 and No. 1 at $8 represent 
heavy cuts from the previously quoted 
basis of southern iron.

He Declines To Throw Any Light Upon 
His Past Life. 


HIS FINE MAY BE PAID

Friends of the Wayward Boy Have 
Proposed To Aid Him if He Will 
Disclose His Identity. 


Joe Amont, the young white man who 
has been convicted of larceny from the 
house and an assault and battery, has not 
been carried to the convict camp and is still 
confined in a cell in the Fulton county jail. 

The young prisoner has been detained up- 
on an order which was given Jailer Eu- 
banks by Sheriff Barnes yesterday and the 
order was granted at the request of a 
friend of Amont who has become greatly 
interested in the welfare of the youthful 


prisoner. 

Amont is a man of mystery and his case 
has not only puzzied the jail ofhcials and 
the court, but his attorney has not been 
able to discover anything that would throw 
and light upon the past life of Amont. Not 
a word has escaped the lips of the young 
man which would give any idea of his home 
or his history. He has been as silent as the 
grave, and when he was arrested on two 
serious charges he stated that he preferred 
to go to the chaingang or the penitentiary 
before giving his real name or telling the 
names of his parents. 

The only reference that has been made to 
his past life was when he told a cellmate 
that he was the son of wealthy parents 
and was engaged to a beautiful young 
lady whose name he would not disgrace 
by proving his identity. 

A gentleman who has become interested 
in the fate of Amont called at the jail yes- 
terday afternoon and voluntarily proposed 
to advance any amount of money that 
might be necessary to secure his release if 
he would only teil his name and give the 
address of his parents. 

Amont flushed with anger and told his 
caller that he would spend the remainder 
of his days in the penitentiary before he 
woul divulge his secret. His newly made 
friend begged that he accept the money on 
the conditions named, but Amont turned te— 
him a deaf ear and reiterated wha. he had 
said about the matter. He was firm in his 
decision and refused any help which would 
be bought by a confession as to his identity. 
His friend turned and left, whilé Amont, 
with the secret securely locked within his 
breast, sought the seclusion of his cell. , 

His History Is Unknown. 

The past lfe ot Amont is unknown to 
any one in the city, and his real name will 
probably never be told. When he was ar- 
rested he said his name was Amont, and at 
the same time suggested that he might be 
named anything eise for that matter. 

He came to the city late in the fall as 
& visitor to the exposition. After he reach- 
ed the city he was found drunk by Officer 
slamps, Of the police force. While he was 
under arrest and the officer was awaiting 
the arrival of the patroi wagon, Amont 
deait him a feartul biow and dashed up the 
street. ‘he officer tolioWead dnd’ cap.ured 


*his prisoner after an exciting. chase. At 


the station house the pmsoner was charged 
with burglary and an assauit with intent 
to kill 

When his trial was reached before the 
late Kichard H. Clark, Amont has. not se- 
cured counsel. Attorney W. ‘i. Moyers 
Was appointed by the court to represent 
the young man and has been able to get a 


sentence of oniy twelve months when it was 


thought a sentence wouid be imposed of at 
least tweive years. 

Under the suggestion of the court Mr. 
Moyers approacned Amont and stated to 
him that ne had been appointed as his coun- 
sel. Amont told the attorney that he did not 
particularly care whether he had counsel 
or not as he was an innocent man and 
knew he could not be convictéd. When he 
was intormed by the attorney that a long 
sentence in the penitentiary was doubtiess 
awaiting him, he accepted the services of 
Mr. Moyers. The first step taken by Mr. 
Moyers was to advise Amont to allow him 
to notify his parents so it could be seen 
what arrangement could be made for paying 
Paya in case a conviction followed the 
ria 

Amont would not give the address of his 
parents and informed his counsel that he 
would die in chains before he would let his 
name be known or would give the city in 
which he lived. 

He said he was the son of well to do pa- 
rents and in addition he intended to save his 
name from the disgrace which publicity 
would bring him. 


A Word Would Mean Liberty. 


If Amont were to disclose his real name, 
give the address of his parents and con- 
sent to sign a note for the amount of his 
fine, he would be able to walk from the 
jail a free man. 

Calm and determined, Amont ‘refuses to 
grant the request of those. who are inter- 
ested in his behalf. 

“I will die in the chaingang before I tell 
you my name or let you know where [J live,’’ 
said he yesterday afternoon as he was op- 
portuned to accept the money which would 
pay his fine and open the cell door to lib- 
erty. 

He has denied all callers and finds com- 
fort and peace in gazing out of his narrow 
cell window into the busv street below. 


He Puzzles the Officers. 


The strange conduct of Amont is a puz- 
zling question which the officers .of the 
court and at the jail are not able to ex- 
plain. 

To his cellmate he recently made.the con- 
fession that he was engaged to a young 
lady of high social standing in the city in 
which she lives and that it was for her sake 
and to save her name from disgrace that 
caused him to be silent as to his identity 
and his past. 

Many have put credence in this story, 
but there are also many who believe that 
the young man is a criminal and the telling 
of his fame might mean life imprisonment

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PROMINENT CITIZEN CONVICTED. 


Was Charged with ‘Selling Whisky to 
His Employes. 

Yesterday in the United States court Al- 
bert Whitfield, charged with retailing liquor 
without a license, was convicted by the jury 
and sentenced to imprisonment for three 
months. 

Whitfield is a well known Murray county 
citizen. He conducts a large tamyard in 
that county and employs a number of men. 
It became rumored about some time ago that 
Whitfield was selling whisky to his em- 
ployes in the tanyard, and he was arrested 
and bound over to the United States court 
here,. where he was tried and convicted 
vesterday. Whitfield has many friends in 
his community. He will spend the next 
three months in the United States depart- 
ment of the Fulton county jail. 

Besides another retailer or two, a dozen 
moonshiners were brought up before Judge 
Newman and several were sentenced to 
short imprisonment. Among those were 
Marion Kendrick, Asa Mullins, Frank Nix, 
William Lowe and W. E. Whitner, all from 
north Georgia counties. 

Moonshiners by the dozen remain to be 
tried, and all of today and probably several 
days to come w'll be occupied in dispos- 
ing of a few of them.

General Clement A. Evans was present 
and read a communication from General 
Rosser, of Virginia, who is a Warm friend 
of Mr. Rouss, having been his commander 
in the war, and who offers to come to At- 
lanta and -deliver* a lecture, the proceeds 
of which are to be divided between the 
battle abbey fund and the local chapter 
of the Daughters of the Confederacy. The 
proposition was accepted with much en- 
thusiasm and General Evans was instruct- 
ed to communicate with General Rosser 
and arrange the details of the lecture. The 
speaker was immediately wired and will 
announce the date in a very few days. 
The Atlanta daughters are very much 
interested in securing the Rouss battle 
abbey for Atlanta.
